SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the district. Entry by 
roxy may be made at any Dominion 
Pane s Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions, 

Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader mag live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price

MOBILZE CANADA'S 
ECONOMIC RESOURCES 


Canadian War Correspondent Breake 
New Ground—Organization 
and Specialization 


wr. Britton Cooke, one of the best 
knewn Canadian newspaper men at 
the front, has recently written a bril- 
Mant article which he calls “The Or 
ganization of Canada’s Resources.” 
Mr. Cooke believes that Canada’s 
economic development will be ser- 
iously impaired in the years follow- 
ing the war unless immediate steps 
are taken to mobilize the productive 
forces of the country with a view to 
making Canada more self-contained. 

After dwelling on the penalty of 
inefficiency, Mr. Cooke puts Canada’s 
position, as he sees it, in the follow- 
ing paragraph: 


Canada’s political autonomy has 
been hotly defended at all times. The 
economic autonomy of the country 
has been little considered. The de- 
feat of Reciprocity in 1911 was re- 
garded as a sort of economic Declara- 
tion of Independence against the Unit- 
ed States. It came late, and how 
real that independence really was and 
is may be estimated by a careful per- 
usal of the lists of Canadian exports 
of Canadian produce to the United 
States, and the imports into Canada 
of United States goods for Canadian 
consumption. How the trade organ- 
izations of our neighboring republic 
affect Canada may be observed in the 
operations of the United States Fruit 
Trust in the Canadian West where, 
although British Columbia fruit fa 
just as good, if not better, and ak 
though the Oregon and Washington 
products has to pay duty to enter 
Canada, yet one finds that fruit ex- 
cluding the Canadian fruit in the 
shops of Calgary and Edmonton. How 
the old-established trade connections 
of the United States suck Canadian 
raw materials into United States mills, 
there to be prepared for export by 
people of that country instead of by 
Canadians, thence to be carried by 
United States railways to United 
States ports instead of by Canadian 
roads to Canadian ports—may be stu- 
died in the operations of th® Chicago 
packing houses who draw Canadian 
live stock in the Chicago “transform- 
ing market,” kill the animals, dress 
and pack the meat, prepare the by- 


products, ship the main quantities 


through the forty-million consuming 
market of the Eastern United States, 
allowing the surplus to spill into the 
export channels at New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia, and meantime ac- 
tually sell back to Canada the fertil- 
izers, lard, soap, leather and even 
beef and beef extracts: made from 
Canadian cattle! Older establish- 
ment, greater specialization in the 
various departments of production, 
and more efficient marketing and dis- 
tributing organization—these three 
factors menace the economic integrity 
of Canada. 


People of the United States—for 
whom in this regard one can feel 
nothing but respect—are slowly forc- 
ing Canada to engage in the less pro- 
fitable departments of production: 
wheat-growing, the supplying of ores, 
timber, pulp, fish—unfinished mater- 
ials for United States workmen to 
finish and transform, directly or in- 
directly, into export commodities. 
Fifty cents worth of a Canadian raw 
material may become, in the hands 
of foreign workmen, ten dollars’ 
worth of goods when finished and, 
possibly, sold back to Canadians. To 
Canada comes the fifty cents as Can 
ada’s fee for the matcrial, To the 
foreigner goes the $9.50 for finishing, 
for the office expenses of the makers 
and marketers, for advertising, for 
wages to salesmen! The efficiency of 
the United States business organiza- 
tions—made robust by a high pro- 
tective tariff and still well-protected 
—is making a permanent impression 
upon the slowly forming economic 
character of Canada. Already there 
are parts of Canada where it does 
not pay to grow cauliflower because 
of the cauliflower specialization cen- 
tred In Maryland. When peace in 
Europe is restored and the shattered 
nations are to be rebuilt, it will be 
the efficient nation that fille its order- 
book with orders and its cash register 
with money. The less efficient nation, 
floundering alongside, will have the 
privilege of carrying the hod, shovel- 
ling the coal, teaming a few loads of 
wheat, sweeping up the floor and fat- 
tening itself on such crumbs of trade 
and profit as may fall from the rich 
man’s table. e *

the very brains of the slip. No one 
else can give orders, for so intercon- 
nected are all the machines, that the 
conflicting commands from more 
than one officer would almost surely 
result in an accident. Hence every 
one reports directly to the captain 
through the second officer in com- 
mand, who, by the way, also is re- 
sponsible fot the correct operation 
of everything from the ballast to the 
torpedoes, . 

In making the attack, the captain 
mans the periscope in the main oper- 
ating room, just beneath the conning 
tower. The lenses and prisms in the 
periscope tube transmit the images 
from the sighting piece above the 
water down to the periscope eye 
piece. 

When the vessel dives the décks 
are first cleared, says Popular Sci- 
ence monthly. Then the hatches are 
sealed down and the oil engines are 
stopped, in quick succession. Storage 
batteries are turned on to drive the 
electric propelling motors. Electri- 
city must be sied under water, be- 
cause the oil engines consume pre- 
cious air and exhaust poisonous 
gases. 

On the next word from the captain 
water from outside is allowed to fill 
the huge ballast tanks in the central 
hull. Other ballast tanks at the ends 
of the boat are partially filled to hold 
the ship on an ever keel. This trim- 
ming of the submarine, of course, can 
be delicately controlled by the buoy- 
ancy gauges and controls in the op- 
erating room. The weight of all this 
water causes the submarine to sink, 
but not ge ange A The horizontal 
rudders at the stern of the ship are 
used to give the final touches to the 
dive. The comamnder directs the man 
at the wheel how far down to go. By 
watching the depth gauges in front 
of him, the wheelman can so tip the 
diving rudders that the proper 
depth can be found immediately and 
held exactly. 

It takes But a minute or two to 
dive. In tornedoing. a ship, the en- 
tire vessel must be turned to aim 
the torpedo tubes, which lie parallel 
with the central axis of the submar- 
ine in the bow. The command is 

iven to fire. The gunners in the 
orward. compartment receive the 
order through speaking tubes or tel- 
ephones. The torpedo is discharged 
from its tube by compressed air, 


New German Air Tricks 


Number.-of . Tactics. Astound Airmen 
of the Allies 


The Germans are gradually find- 
ing a new and daring type of avia- 
ter. Previous to the opening of the 
present-spring the German pilot was 
looked upon as a joke by both Brit- 
ish and French fliers. Now, as the 
result of copying the aeronautics of 
the allies, and training under some of 
the oldest airmen, they have assum- 
ed a number of tactics in their ef- 
forts to hit a target that have as- 
tounded the airmen of the allies. 

The most startling trick to watch 
is a new one, whereby a pilot flying 
horizontally at top speed will sud- 
denly ‘switch his machine clean 
around till his tail is pointing where 
his nose- was before, and will slide 
along backward for a moment or 
two before coming to a stop and 
diving to regain flying speed. One 
has often seén a motor car on a 
greasy road suddenly skid right 
around and slide along, tail first for 
a few yards, and apparently this new 
German trick does the same thing in 
the air, 

Those who have seen the thing 
done declare that it is qute a useful 
fighting trick, for a very fast ma- 
chine may overshoot a slower one, 
then turn suddenly, pump a burst of 
machine gun bullets into the front 
of it and dive away before the start- 
led gunner has time to reply. 

en German airplanes appeared 
la few weeks ago painted like Jos- 
eph’s coat, of many colors, the im- 
pressionist correspondent jumped to 
the conclusion that the change was a 
boyish vanity.

the enemy hopes to put our men off 
their best shooting form.

Lake Ships ‘Will Go To Sea| 


350,000 Tons Can Be Spared From 
Lake Trade 


At least’ 120 ships will leaye the 
Great Lakes at the end of the pres- 
ent season of navigation never to re- 
turn. The ships will be commandeer- 
ed or purchased by the government 
for the Atlantic ocean service.. The 
vessels so far selected for removal 
from the lakes total about 350,000 
tons. Forty-three of the ships are 
small enough to pass the Welland 
canal without alteration. Seventy- 
seven must be cut in two to pass the 
locks, The tonnage now on the lakes 
totals about 2,700,000 tons. 

The appropriation for purchase of 
lake boats is included in the budget 
of $1,134,500,000 submitted to the sec- 
retary of the treasury by ‘the — ship- 

ing board, Of this amount about 

140,000,000 is intended to pay for 
lake boats. 


The vessels will not be returned to 
the lakes, because officials believe 
that, allowing for new vessels for lake 
service which can be built during the 
war, 350,000,000 tons can be #pared 
from the lake trade without seriously 
crippling the necessary trade.—From 
the Detroit News.
